Winston Churchill asked tne op-

payment of any debt until after 
March 1, 1939,

ings in civil actions or matters are 
stayed until March 1, 1939 when 
the bill comes into force. Any time 
during which payment of a debt is 
stayed under the act is not included 
in the time under the Limitations 
of Actions Act, 1935 or any other 
statute limiting or prescribing the 
time for institution of actions 

These measures come into force 
upon proclamation. 


DEBT DEFINITION 

“Debt” is defined to mean any 
obligations to pay any money which 
is in the nature of a liquidated de- 
mand created by or founded on or 
arising out of any contract. agree- 
ment, covenant Stipulation to 
which the legislative powers of the 
province extend.

THE TIES THAT BIND 

An inconspicuous despatch from Ingersoll, 
Ont., ought to get nation-wide attention at this 
time. The principal of the collegiate institute 
there and the principal of a publie school in- 
formed the board of education that each of these 
schools has “adopted” a school in the relief areas 
in the west. Pupils of each Ingersoll school are 
sending school supplies and clothing to pupils 
of their “adopted” school 

Despite a good deal that suggests the con- 
trary, and some political incitement to the con- 
trary, Canadian unity is a very real thing. Does 
anybody imagine the pupils of those Ingersoll 
schools and the pupils in the two schools some- 
where in the drought area to whom they afte 
sending books and clothing will ever recognize 
any boundary line of sentiment or sympathy as 
dividing them? 


TRYING TO HIT BACK 

Chinese air bombers paid a visit to Formosa, 
and planned a visit to Japan itself but turned 
back when they learned that elaborate prepara- 
tions had been made to receive them. Not many 
were killed in the raid on Formosa, none in the 
attempted raid on Nagasaki. But the incidents 
may cause the Japanese people to reflect on 
what will happen to some of them if the enemy 
airmen have better luck in future. 

This is the first time that enemy bombs have 
fallen on Japanese territory, the first time in 
many years that an enemy force of any kind has 
been able to approach closely enough to threaten 
the safety of residents in any part of the Empire. 
Japan has been always the aggressor, doing its 
fighting far from home. Its people have lived in 
from the death, wounds and fear their armies 
carried to other peoples. 

They can indulge this delusion no longer. 
Their capital and crowded islands are within 
reach of enemy planes. They have had a first 
glimpse, but only a glimpse, of what they in 
the persons of their fliers and soldiers are doing 
to the Chinese, and may sense something of the 
terror that grips the minds of millions just 
across the narrow sea. 

There is no accounting for human reactions. 
Knowledge that their own immunity is gone may 
not chill the Japanese’ enthusiasm for conquest. 
If people in the mass acted logically that would 
be the result; but they do not. 


ANOTHER HANGAR NEEDED 

The proposition that the city build a $35,000 
hangar at the air port for the use of Trans- 
Canada Airlines looks like too good an oppor- 
tunity to be missed. For its use the Airlines 
would pay an annual rental of 10 per cent of the 
cost, in additon to landing charges and all oper- 
ating costs. The lease would run for five years, 
with an option to extend it for another five if 
the company then desired. If the lease were not 
renewed the hangar would be available for other 
use, the city being the owner at all times. 

It is probable that by the end of five years air 
traffic to the north and to the west will have so 
developed that the extra hangar space will be 
required by machines engaged in this business, 
if the Airlines should make other arrangements. 
The scheme thus seerns to involve no risk on 
the city’s part. Rather it presents an opportun- 
ity to build now a hanger that will be needed 
five years hence, and draw ten per cent rental 
for its use in the meantime. The city would be 
in pocket the difference between the rental and 
whatever interest had to be paid for the Ic 

If it is necessary to secure a loan for so 
moderate an amount. The better plan, if it can 
be done, would be to build the hangar out of 
current taxation—spread say over two years— 
thereby avoiding the creation of a new debt and 
the payment of interest for ten or more years. 
If the scheme can be financed this way, the 
money received as rental would all go to 
liquidate the principal! of the estment, and the 
city could square matters with the taxpayers by 
cutting that much per year off the annua! levy,

FRANCE TRAVELS WITH 
BRITAIN 

It was inevitable that France should shift its 
course also and keep its foreign policy moving 
along the same line as that of Britain. Else 

France would find itself isolated among the 
nations of western Europe, with obligations to 
Czechoslovakia and in the Balkans it could not 
hope to keep, and with Germany and Italy an- 
gered by its refusal to offer concessions. 

The estute Chautemps was not to be thus 
left “out on a limb,” even if—as seems ‘probable 
«Mr, Chamberlain's sudden change of direction 
came as a surprise to him. The Chamber of 
Deputies voted 439 to 2 in approval! of his quick 
decision to keep touch with Britain. Fortunately 
for democracy, wherever the new course may 
lead, Britain and France are to journey together.

defined in the debate is that it is willing to 
acknowledge Italy’s conquest of Abyssinia in re- 


turn for a cessation of Mussolini's threats in the | 


Mediterranean; but will stand by Czechoslovakia 


and against any political hegemony in the Dan- | 


ube region. Peace with Mussolini but resistance 
to Hitler, is what this amounts to. 

If the scheme can succeed it will break the 
Berlin-Rome axis and disrupt the Trinity of 
Threat. Whether it can succeed depends on how 
strong is Mussolini's loyalty to Hitler. The new 
British-French bid to him is based on the sup- 
position that he can be got to make a deal on his 
own behalf and leave Hitler to look-out for him- 
self. The Reichsfuechrer’s sudden crab for mast- 
ery of Austria would seem likely to dispose Il 
Duce to do this, since their aims in mid-Europe 
are essentially antagonistic. 

Having abandoned “collective security” and 
waived their responsibility toward small nations 
under the League covenant, Britain and Frange 
are in a position to offer Mussolini what he most 
wants—recognition in Abyssinia; which they pro- 
pose to do. If this is bribery, at least the object 
is good. It is to be hoped they will get the peace 
they are going to pay for. 


WHY RAILWAYMEN ONLY? 

The Government of the United States is en- 
gineering a policy of merging railways in the 
interests of “economy”. One of the ways by which 
railway operating costs are to be cut down is the 
dismissal of employees. What to do with them is 
the question. And, as usual, the taxpayer is sup- 
posed to supply the answer. 

A “high administration official” at Washington 
says they will likely be pensioned. Retiral pen- 
sions are already provided for those 65 years of 
age, in cases 60. But apparently the pension sys- 
tem will have to be extended to younger men if 
the railways are to balance their accounts by 
shifting part of their load to the public. Just how, 
or whether, the country will gain by the process 
is not clear, since the pension money will have to 
come out of the same pockets from which the 
railways draw their revenue. At any rate, it is 
more honourable and better public policy to pen- 
sion the squeezed-out employes decently than to 
simply turn them loose as new recruits for the 
army of the unemployed and new applicants for 
relief. 

But the question at once arises, if railwaymen, 
why not others? The question is applicable to 
other countries as to the United States. And to 
those who are put out of employment by eco- 
nomic laws no less ruthless in their operation 
than policies of governments or enactments of 
legislatures. 

The fate which threatens the U. S. railway- 
men is essentially the fate that has overtaken 
great numbers of people in other useful occupa- 
tions, in Canada as in the Republic. When a 
man loses his job it makes no great difference 
to him, his family or his prospecis whether he 
lost it through action of government or be- 
cause he was displaced by machinery or by 
a younger man. Why not, as is proposed in the 
case of the railwaymen, pension off the older 
men in all occupations who are actually or 
prospectively unemployed, and give their 
places to younger men or machines, with no 
hardship to anybody: and with a net reduction 
in the operating costs of industry, if that is 
considered vitally important?

DANGEROUS IGNORANCE

HUMANIZING WAR 
The French cabinet has approved a plan 
submitted by Foreign Minister Yvon Delbos 
for an international agreement to “humanize 
war.” The idea is to end bombardment of civil 
populations and to prohibit nations ‘from re- 


sorting to barbarous methods which war itself 
cannot justify.” 

All of which deserves some commendation 
as a step in the right direction. 

Any effort to lessen the horrors of modern 
warfare is a good one. 

It would be unwise, however, to become un- 
duly excited over the effort. International 
agreements on the rules and niceties of war 
frequently go by the board. War is such that 
combattant nations become desperate in neces- 
sity and agreements are but “scraps of paper.” 

The idea of humanizing war seems rather a 
contradiction in terms. There is inherent in 
war a principle which seems contrary to the 
principles of humanity. Butchery is still butch- 
ery whether it is accomplished with knives, ex- 
plosives or fire. 

War, by any method, is a barbarous busi- 
ness.—Halifax Chronicle. 

DEBT-FREE MONEY 

President Roosevelt's monetary policy is mak- 
ing it possible to put more money into circulation 
through the Federal Reserve Board when it is in 
the public interest to do so. The treasury auth- 
orities in Washington have announced that ad- 
ditional amounts of 100 million dollars will be 
issued by the government at regular intervals of 
three m hs. It is stated in the Associated Press 
report that the government will “spend” gold thus 
to the amount of 100 million dollars.. Actually no 
gold will be circulated. It will be debt-free 
money in the form of currency—far more con- 
venient than gold—issued by the government to 
pay wages, salaries or for any other public 
purpose. 

Ordinarily under an older policy of financial 
credit control, the government would have been 
required to borrow this money from private 
sources. It would have gone out in the form of 
new public debt, an additional burden on the tax- 
payers. Under President Roosevelt's policy v 
the transference of gold from private monopoly 
to the Federal Reserve Board, it is possible to 
issue debt-free money whenever the nation’s ad- 
visers consider it desirable in the interests of the 
people of the United States. It is one step in the 
direction of President Roosevelt's declared policy 
the servant rather than the master 
nation.—Ottawa Citizen.

Your Health

Tri-facial neuralgia is also called tic dolou- 


reux, and although it is not a disease but only 
a symptom, it has come to be regarded almost 
as a disease entity. It is manifested by sharp, 
burning, cutting stabs of pain along the course 
of the nerve, The pain usually comes spasmodi- 
cally rather than steadily and affects one side 
of the face. 


This disturbance is more common among 
women than among men, and usually appears 
somewhere between the ages of thirty-five to 
fifty-five. In some patients the attacks may 
appear with such regularity that it is possible 
to guess when the next one will appear. 

It may be hard for you to believe that the 
primary cause of tri-facial neuralgia generally 
comes from an irritation in the alimentary 
canal. There is nearly always a definite source 
of irritation which is located in the stomach or 
intestines, even though it may not seem possible 
to you that this is capable of causing a pain 
located up in the side of the face. However, 
gastro-intestmal irritation must be corsidered 
the most common cause of tri-facial neuralgia. 

The chief symptom is pain, generally limited 
to one side of the face. This pain is character- 
istically intermittent. Patients may describe the 
pain as boring, stabbing or throbbing and I 
have heard some of them say that it reminds 
them of a hot knife going through the flesh. 

As a general rule, the pain appears suddenly 
without any exciting cause to explain it, al- 
though it may seem to be brought on by ex- 
posure to cold, by emotional strain, by an un- 
wise meal, or by coughing. The painful sensa- 
tion may last for only a few minutes or may 
remain for several hours. During the actual at- 
tack, the patient will try to keep as quiet as pos- 
sible. 

This form of neuralgia is due to an involve- 
ment of the fifth nerve and may begin in one 
of the three branches of this nerve and later 
be distributed to the other branches. 

Another form of neuralgia is the intercostal 
form, which causes pain between the ribs 
through the side of the chest. When this pain 
is coming from the left side the patient often 
confuses it with the pain due to heart disturb- 
ances and is positive he has heart trouble. Many 
patients have consulted me because of a pain 
near the ribs on the left side and have been 
greatly relieved to be told it was due to inter- 
costal neuralgia rather than to heart involve- 
ment. 

One of the outstanding features of neural- 
gia is its tendency to return. Usually, the at- 
tacks are repeated from time to time and event- 
ually the period between attacks tends to be- 
come shorter. 

I find that the patient with any type of neu- 
ralgia is benefited by a short fast followed by 
the milk diet, the enema being used to ensure 
elimination from the colon, This treatment with 
the milk diet seems to be soothing to the entire 
alimentary canal and is frequently very effec- 
tive in quieting down the irritation responsible 
for the reflex pains in the side of the face or 
chest.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—Gertrude B. wants to 
“What is meant by concussion of the brain?” 

ANSWER—A concussion refers to a violent 
jar or shock, or to the condition resuiting from 
it. By concussion of the brain is meant a con- 
dition resulting from a violent blow on the 
head, which may be followed by these symp- 
toms: Loss of consciousness, weak pulse and 
slow respiration, 

QUESTION—Mrs. L. S. states: “Would like 
some help with my oldest child. He appears 
quite healthy, but grits and grinds his teeth at 
night. Also, when school is in session, I have 
considerable trouble with him because he be- 
comes sick immediately after eating breakfast 
and says he is unable to attend his classes.” 

ANSWER—The gritting of the teeth during 
the night is commonly due to some form of 
indigestion. Try feeding the child a little earlier 
and giving him a simpler meal. The illness after 
breakfast, if it appears only during the school 
term, is unconsciously produced as a result of 
the child's distaste for school. Find out what it 
is in his emotional make-up which makes him 
dislike schoo] so intensely. Probably you will 
be able to help him if you will read some books 
on child psychology. I notice that you state he 
is the oldest child, and therefore there is reason 
to believe that he may feel that the younger 
child is preferred to himself. If such is the case, 
you should make an effort to show him that 
you care as much for him as for the other. It 
is fairly safe to guess that he has not learned 
how to take his part in a social group and is 
thus afraid of school, Try to find some way to 
make him feel that other children are friendly 
to him and he will be more ready to co-oper- 
ate. In the meantime, watch his diet.

Editor, Bulletin: W. T. Jackman,

The difference is the result of two major rule changes— 
elimination of the centre jump and the rule requiring that the ball 
be advanced to mid-court in not more than 10 seconds by the team | 
on the offensive. | 


Another point “that these two professors have checked on is the 
number of times that the ball changes hands. By that is meant the num- 
ber of times on the average that a player has possession of the ball in 
one game. They found this figure to be approximately 60. |

It is stated in another section that 
the government can make regula- 
tions in prescribing specifications 
as to commodities used in industry 
or for other purposes.
